Snabruggetocontrat his nuptialls, with the daughter 
of his Imperial Majcſtie,] whoſe youth promiſed that 
ſhee might bee a mother , and by whom there was 
more then hope to facilitate his defireof the Electorate, 
ſhe being Czſars darling ; and becauſe the neere al- 
liance betwixtthe Duke and the princeſse, hee being 
ber ancle ; might be no rubbe in the diſpatch of the bu- 
linefse, . nor give offence to the conſciences of the Ca- 
tholickes,it was propounded by theBiſhop that a dif- 
penfation might bee procured from his Holineſse ts 
authorize the.marriage and giver the people fatisfaRion.

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But while the EleRtor of Bavaria ſtands upon theſe 
faire rermes with his Imperiall Majeſtie, the Arch. 
biſhop Eleftor of Tryers , was ſurpriſed by the Span;- 
ard: in his citie of refidence , whether 1t were becauſe 
he was accuſed of diſloyaltie to his Imperiall Majcſtie, 
or in revenge of the ſuppoſed injurie don by him to the 
Abbor of S, 4{axim, whom he chaſed from his Abbey,

»all Infaxt , pretending that hee ought to have his de- 
pendance meerely upon him z this 1s certaine that im- 
mediately after a Receaver belonging to that EleQor 
had fled to (o//ex, having purloyned from his Grace 
fftie thouſand crownes, was arreſted by order from 
his Maſter , the ſervant accuſed him to bee ill aftefted 
to Ceſar, the money was condemned to the Imperi- 
all fiske , and the Spaniards of Zurzexburg made a 
bridge over the Aoſell two Germane leagues above 
Tryer, thatſo they might with more convenience of- 
fend this Archbiſhop, This grievance was occaſioned 
about the end of Febraary, and in the midit of A4arch 
next was avenged by the ſurpriſall of the Electors reſi- 
denriall citie and perſon, who was taken and carricd 
a priſoner to Luxenburgh, Tealonfe is aftive,and where 
there ts a grounded ſafpition, there 14 no demurey or time 
given for examination, The Chriſtian King did much 
reſent this proceeding , made it an eſpeciall ground of 
his quarrell with Spaime, and undertakes an unhappy 
warre (unhappie becauſe a warre, more unhappie be- - 
cauſe berwixt brethren allyed by a double marriage, 
nd moft unhappy, becauſe as yet there appcares no 
hope of an end) in the Low countreyes, whither hee 
ſent John Gratioler King of Armes under the title of 
Alanzon with Gratian Eliffavide his trumpeter in or- 
dinaric , with a Commiſſion ſigned at Saint Dwintins 
May 2.12, toproclzime open warre againſt the King 
of Spaine, for the detinue of ſo mucha reſpe&ed per- 


ſon, 
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ſon , it would ſtuffe the booke too much to repeat al 
the ceremonies mentioned by the French, and uſed by 
the Herald , in the execution of his errand; briefly-it 
was thus. They came to Bruſ3els, where having ac- 
quainted ſome ſervants of the 7nfant and the people 
with the' purport of his buſinefle, . hee left this declara- 
tion in writing, that as an Herald of Armes of Frayxce 
hecame into the Low countreyes in the behalfe of his 
ſole Maſter and ſoueraigne Lord, to finde out the Car- 
dinall 1»fant of Spaine, to tell him that unlefſe hee 
would reſtore the Archbiſhop Elefor of 7; roers, 4 
principall Lord of the Empire , who had put himſelfe 
under the proteftion of the French King , and whom 
againſt the dignitie of the Empire , and the law of na- 
tions, they detained priſoner , being a foveraigne 
Prince, and not engaged in any heſtilitie againſt them, 
his Majeſtie declared, that he was reſelved to call them 
toan account four this injurie, wherein all the Princes 
of Chriſtendome were interefled. This wss the ef- 
feft of his meſlage, the Spaniſh Prince and Cardinall 
(as much honoured by his hereditary as adventitious 
title, and more perſonating the King then Prieſt) who 
upon the firſt newes of the EleRors ſupriſall had ſenr 

_ the Marqueſle & Lytona to Tryer with a retinue of 
fine regiments of foot, and two thouſand horſe, and 
had given thefirſt bringer of the newes that Tryer was 
taken five hundred crownes, with a promiſe of the 
next companie of horſe which ſhould be void, was no 
whit danted withthis meflage , but preparing for war 

. on all ſides ſent his agent to'Y3e»»a, to deſire the King 
of Hungarie, tocommand 7(olant to joyne his forces 
with the M. 4: e Hyr0»4 in tbe Archbiſhopricke of Try- 
ers, where he had uſe of imployment for him. This 1$ 
a maine pretence of the cauſe of the begun warre, 
betwixt the crownes of thoſe great kingdomes, where 
inthe States of the N2eatherhmads as conforderates "= 
vel -. x G3 +:Y 
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the Chriſtian King being ingaged, made great prepara- 
tion, for the invaſion of the Provinces under the King 
of Spaines dominion, the ſaccefſe whereof ſhall bere- 
lated in its proper place. 

The Duke of Newbzrg, who had ever fince the be- 
ginning ofthe Swediſo warrc, ſtood as a Newtrall, ſee- 
ing the chance of the dye altered, by the happy procce- 

rhe mike of dings ef the Imperiall Armies, made his Voyage to Yi- 
Newburgs voy £11184, tO gratulate the King of Hwungaries glory, and 
are to Viewmna offended the Princes ſo much thereby , that when tie 
offcadeth the  T.uneburgiſh forces had pillaged ſome part of his terri- 
h—_— tory in Fefphalia, and levied thence 3, Regiments of 
ſauldiers, to be under the command of the Colonels 
Cratzenfteix, and Goltz, and the Officers of the Duke 

complained, that they were injured, becauſe the Duke 

was Neutrall. They obrained no other anſwer then 

this, That their eres yoyage to the Imperiall Court 

made a great queſtion of the Neutralitie. A Srate-game 

mu#t be played wiſely, it may be loft by a ſmall overpght, 

and cannet but be endangered.

I have ſeene a picture made 
with ſach art, that what at one aſpect, repreſented the 
faceof a faire Lady, at another ſhewed the pourtraiture 
of a chattering Pie, Crocodile, Serpent, or the like,ſuch 
is the face of humane fortune, now ſweetned with 
{miles and blandiſhments preſently hatefull with me- 
naces and wratbfall diſpjeaſure. The Feymaris Major 
Rothen,had the City of Elfe/d, caſt upon him (he tooke 
it not by force) as the fortune of warre dandled him 
for a time in her lap, yet ſpeedily like angry /#x0'in the 
Poet flung this Y#lca» from her,and lamed him more in 
the loſſe of his late given honour, then ſhee had honou- 
redhim in his ſappoſed purchaſe of glory.

K-at3 eſcaped | The Field-marſhall (Fatz who was taken priſoner 
tom priſon, axd inthe battaile at Nordlinguex,at the ſame time was pol- 
reapprevenaed, ſeſt with the like hopes and feares,the ſentence of death 
was 1t not yet pronounced againſt him, yet expected by 
him,for his revolt from the Caeſarean party, andattempt 
in delivering of 7»go/ftatin Bavaria , to the late King 
of Sweden, tolave his life, hee eſcaped from the priſon 
at Vienna, and was gone eighty Engis/s miles from 
thence, unto the Confines of S:/efra , but then was ap- 
prehended bythe H#ſars under the Earle Palfy , who 
broughthim backto the 01d place of his impriſonment.

lurking inthe Thickets, commanded. his Muſquetiers to

re-victualled Memminguen with the Forts of Asſperg, 
Hohen, Solme, and eAnrach, where they alſodemoliſh- 
ed another Fort, builtby the Enemy , for the impeach- 
mentof that Ciradell, they returned home with fifty 
priſoners -of Warre ; Theſe conflits the Yimers had 
with the Army under Ga/as his command, while it was 
cnquartered about them, till that the end of 4pri/ they 
weredelivered from farther feare , by the removing of 
the Imperiall Campe, From thence, upon thecommand 
of the Generall Ga/as, wholammoned them to their 
gencerall Rendevouze at Hei/brunne, upon a famed pre- 
tenſe toaſliſt the Duke of Lorramme , theugh his mayne 
deligne was elſewhere : :A wiſe Commander willnor 
publiſh his counſels,but keep them ſecret, like the brave 
[phicrates, which vowed to burns his ſhirt,if he did bur 
unagine thatthis his neere veſtment , ſhould know his 
mtentions, E 

The 4 ering uencrs being by the Vimers thus relic- 
ved, ſteod nortidle like drones,cotented to be fed with 
the honey which came from that hive, but deſirous to 
advance thecommon caule , made their inroades into 
the connty of Tyrol, where though they had not a 
fortune equall to that of the 7//mers in Swaben, yet 
they were not utterly difappointed of their hopes, be- 
ing there, as thornes in the {ſides of their enemies to 
vexe, and returning with ſafety and without damage to 
themſelves, bur loſle to theencmic, at ſeverall times, 
making uſe of the occaſion, baving cut off two hun- 
fred andupward of the ftragling ſouldiers,

Not long after this, ſome Spaniſh troopes part of 
thole whom the Duke a eFirona had laid into Tryer, 
had a defigne upon' Cafte/axn , a towne in the lower 
Palatinate, which they intended to ſurpriſe ſuddenly, 
to that end having already pafled the ALo/et, and (ped 
Some Spaniſh fo well, that they had ſhutup the Lord Zamer, bro- 
rap 6 now ther to one of that name whom they had taken priſc- 
Manna at (a- ner as he was upon his jonrney going to viſit his father 
Relazn,  Buſse Lametar Coblentz, But this was diſcovered to 

Bovillon the Weymarsſh Colonell , who was then at 
Spire with Duke vere nochong imployed in makin 


the forts, which were notleng afterward perfected, 
for the blocking up of Yd#%hems, and the impeachments 
of thoſe forts which Ga//as had given order for at 
Rhin-hauſin, and hee purſnes them ſo faſt with his 
whole regiment, that he fell upon them unexpcRed- 
ly, juſt as they were applying « 6 rds to the gates, 
and affaulted them fo furiouſly, that he flew twentie 
foure upon the place, tooke as many priſoners , and 
= the reſt toflight ; and many ſach hght skirmiſhes 
pened betwixr the Czfarian and the Princes armies, 
while Duke Berxard continued about the Rhine, one 
partie ſometimes, and ſometimes the other obtaining 
fuch petit victories, :

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the Sparifh forces in the Neather/ands, the Duke of 
Lorraine and the ſouldiers under de /a Force in Lor- 
raine,and the [talians and Imperialsfts againſt the Duke 
of Rohan Generall for the Chriſtian King in the Ya/to- 
line. The French King to maintaine the warre in thoſe 
ſeyerall'parts,/ and for his more fecuritie m the proſe- 
cution, beſides his great leavies of men and money, 
doth firſt publiſh an edi&, commanding his officers 
and ſonldiers, within one monethafter the publication 
thereof; tobereſident upon their charge , upon paine 
of his diſpleaſure and lofle of their places , and not long 
after, publiſheth a manifeſto for the juſtice ofhis quar- 
rell, confirmed by the Parliament at Pars, as followethe 
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A Declaration made bythe French 
"King, concerning the Overture of the 
warre againit the King of Spaine.

L EWES, by the grace of God, King of France,and 
Navarre, to all to whom theſe preſents ſball come 
greeting, &c, The great , aud ſenſible injuries, which 
this Monarchie hath divers times received from that of 
Spaine, are ſo well knowne to the world,that it 15 meedlefſe 
to repeate them; We have for a long time _taken no notice 
of the inveterate hate, and_naturall jealouſie which the 
Spaniards have to the French, omitting no ſecret pratti- 
ſes to ftoppe the current of our profperitie; Bat ſince that 
themſelves are no more able now longer to conceale their 
ambition, which hurried them to an open oppreſſion , of 
the Princes allyed to this Crowne (whom they have un- 
effettually ſought to diſmember) then to ſuppreſſe them by 
open force, at that time, when the evill condition of their 
owne eftate might have diſſmaded them from ſuch an 
enterpriſe. Wee could not , without negle## of our e- 
tate, and our ſelfe, deferre with all advantage, to em- 
ploy the forces, which God hath gryen 9, not onely to ye- 
prlſe their enterpriſes , but to prevent them 2 SF 
warre, the rules of reaſon, and law, binding 1 with all 
ſheed to transþort the warre into their Conmries, which 
they 
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they mntended to have raiſed in our Kingdome., We have 
had #n bope theſe mayy yeares, that the Alliance contrg- 
Fed in an euterchangeable marriage,betwixt France aud 
Spaine,woxld have cemented the antient treaties of peace, 
and confirmed the quiet of Chriſtendome, which hath bix 
long troubled by the diviſions, aud differences betwixt 
theſe two'Crowpes, every one thence in Apperguce, look- 
ing for that happy howre,and ſo mach defpred,thas France 
might fencerely forget all former paſſages ;aud that Spaine 
would ceafſe to retaine the unjuſt deſire of n(ar pation up» 
on theneighbour ſtates, to eſtabliſh that wniverſall IMo- 
nerchy, wherenntout efpireth, But experience having 
taught ws , that neither our Alliance made with them, 
uor the good offices done by us at ſeverall times untothem, 
can ſtay the courſe of their ambition, nor the effets of 
their malice: and whica inſtead of abating ther ſpirit, 
did but ſerve to facilitate the meanes far ſecret pratiiſes 
by wayes more dangerous; it i55mpofſuble to dreause by any 
9m04nes to defend our ſelucs again} an anitic (o prejuds- 
ciable, that the deveires of aw boly leagye, _— A 
with many good dceds cannot wake veritable, which 
our too long confidence, hath mage ſo fatall to this eftate: 
Tt zs kndwae that the late King our moſt honoured Lord 
azd Father ( whom God abſolee) imployed bimmſclfe to 
obtaine 4 trute for the Spaniards whes they food.in great 
weed of it, with the Eftatesof the wwited Provinces,in the 
Low A onntries, No ma can be ignorant,that pen the firſt 
troubles of Germany, we only interpoſed to quict thewho 
had taken up Armes againſt the Emp. for maintenanceof 
their proviledges: and that the negotiation of our Embaſ. 
having re-eftabliſued the dignitie of the Empire, did alſo

All the world may ſee, that by their quaint devices, and 
captions interpretations,they have refuſed to execute the 
Treaty, made at Mouzon, and vertaine proteſtations, 
which they have made ſince that, and partecularty , du- 
ring the laſt negotiation for peace, at Queraſque, the un- 
af refuſall whereof, will in the end be the cauſe of a new 
warre. The divers attempts which they have made a- 
gainſ# the deceaſed Dukg of Savoy , onely besanſe of hy 
Alliance with France, the violence and oppreſſion done to 
the Duke of Mantua, for vo other reaſon, then that hee 
was French by birth, and the conveniency of his countrey 
ro bejoyned to Milan; The D uke of Lorraine, armed five 
ſeveral times againſs France, by their inftigation ; their 
agreements fs. and ſigned with the chiefeft Religiona- 
rzes of our Kingdome, to forme a perpetnall body of Re- 
bellion and Hereſie, at the ſame time, when they promiſed 
rogive ws aſſiſtance againſt them ; the bearer of which 
contratt being condemned by the jndgement of one of onr 
Courts of Parliament, hath payed with hx bloud, for the 
{candalors commerce, of which they were Mediatours; 
Their continual praltifes by their Embaſſadours,ro owe

dirvifion inthe yo) all family;Their defigne to arme France 
«ganft it [elfe (by a Treaty, the originall whereof being 
twice ſigned, is happily falths into our hands )though there 
was no apparance, for ſuch an undertaking : the effeits 
whereof, God alone of his ewne goodnefſe, hath prevented, 
7 the judgement of thoſe, "whom he hath made to under- 

and, what it is ro make ſuch an enterpriſe againſt them- 
felnes, and to purſue ſuch evill counſels. Briefly, the aſ- 
Siftance withyen, and ſupplying them with money, wha

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ance to arme thoſe, who wonld hearken to their perſwaſe. 
ons againſt n,and our Allyes, have beenc the ordinarie 
fruit, which ſprung from their Amitie. - 
Wee have hitherto beene content to fiaſtrate their at- 
tempts, and fmph to defeniLonr friends , and our eftate, 
from the evill by them intended, But now ſeeing that 
thu moderation [erveth to no other end, then to make 
them more audacionſly undertake the like courſes, being 
incoxraged by the examples already paſt, that they ſhall 
be acquitted by apeacesf they miſſe their marke, without 
feare of ether danger, we have in the end beene conſtras- 
ned to ſhew our reſentment of theſe #njuries, more openly 
thenwe have done formerly, that by ſome good way, wee

Truly, after we had proved 
that oxr forces which wee had with #4 in onr voyage to 
Suze, the paſiages of the Alpes being opened by them, 
though they had diufurniſhed Millaine bovh of men and 
meanes, making it ſubmit to our diſcretion, conld not de- 
fend the Griſons our Allies, from the invaſion which was 
made upon them, inftantly upon our returne, into the 
Kingdome: nor Italy from that trouble, from which wee 
would bave delivered it, and which was brou ght upon it 
by the eArmies of Aliens,the yeare following,by the inci- 
tation of thoſe, whom we had pardoned: after we percei- 
ved that the nentralitie, which wee had kept religtonfly, 
daring the time of the evil ſncceſſe of the houſe of Auſtria 
in Germany, when we had away open to avenge our /elues 
for the injuries which had been done 14 (if we had not al- 
wayes preferred the defire of a publike peace before that of 
a juſt revenge ) had not diverted the Spaniard from conts- 
uuall conſpiring againſt our ſtate, nor dyminiſhed the gall,

Alſo not being able jo 
ſuffer our ſelves to be deprived of that glory , which our 
Anceſtors have got, aſwell in long Voyages and dangerous 
warres which they have undertaken, for the hongar of this 
Crowne,aud the defence of their Allies ; not led therewnto 
encerly by their example, but for that wee ſhall thinke our 
ſelves nnfit, and nnable any longer to governe this warlike 
Nation, which hath ever been the ſantiuary of the affii- 
fed, as it wat lately of the oppreſſed Princes, sf our good 
and faithfull Snbjetts, ſhall not with us diſtaſte, the tmwry 
done 4 ſo opently, and aid ns , to call themi'te an acconvr.

unto moving, of our certaine kyowledge , plenary power, 
and authority Royall, We have declared, and declareby 
theſe Preſents ſigned with Onr Hand, that Wee are reſol- 
ved to minke open Warre by Sea and by Land againſt the 
ſaid King,of Spaine, his Snbjefts,Conntries, and Vaſſals, 
to eall them to areckoning for the grievances, injuries, and

tries from the evils which they ſuffer , and the 
ſervitude , wherein the Spaniards have heldther theſe

have agreed with the ſaid Lords the Eftates , that if the

to be kept, obſerved, and entertain:d, according to their 
forme and tennre, without queſtioning , or ſuffering any 
thing therein contained tobe queſtioned, And moreover 
We command oar moſt deare and moſt loving coſin, the 
Cardinall Duke M4 Richelean, Great maſter , Chiefe and 
ſuperintendent Generall of the ſhipping and trafficke of 
this Realme,Our deare and loving coſins the Marſpalls of 
France, and the Governonrs and Liewtenant Generalls of 
Our armies and Proumces, the Field-marſhalls, Colo- 
nells, Maſters of the Campe, ( aptames , ( hieftaines, 
and eondultors of Onr ſouldiers, both horſe and foot, of 
every nation whatſoever, and all other Our officers

(wn God abſolue) thought good to ſettle at Yervie, 


or the eradication of thoſe miſchiefs, which the diſorder 
of Warre had brought upon the better part of Chriſten- 
dome, thoſe which interpoſed 1n the behalfe of the be= 
halfe ofhis Holineſſe,after they had exhorted the Depu- 
ties of the Kings to keep religiouſly, this Treatiſeſo ne- 
ceflary tothe honour o God , and the common quiet, 
having Anathematized them with the Curſe of God, 
which ſhould firſt breake it ; It is notoriouſly known, 
that Fraxce firſt to reape the fruits of the Curſe alone, 
tranſplanted the Warre into the Low Countries, by 
the continuation of ancient Treaties , and the concluſi- 
ons ef other new ones,centrary to thatat Yervuin,lend-.

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His unexpected - death having changed the face 
and the Eſtate of thoſe Afﬀaires , and France being 
diſpoſed to trouble-it ſelfe ; His Majeſty of Sparxe 
thought it worthy of his -Greatneſle , and the Title 
which kee beares of the Catholicke King , to mani- 
feſt his Goodnefſe by the moderation of his power, 
rendring good for evill, and to aſliſt the King of Frazce 
now raigning, inſteed of ſuccouring his malecontented Y : 
Subjects, whom he would not ſo much as cheriſh upon | 
the Remonſtrances, which they made him. In confade- | 
ration of his proper intereſt without wrong to Tuſtice. | 
This his afli ſtance was reiterated , upondivers occaſi- 
ons , and his moderation fince hath deenſo exafly ob- 
ſerved, that it tranſcended not thoſe Rules of Reaſon, 
which Princes provoked by the injuſt proceedings of 
their Neighbours could not continually negle& with- 
out the damageof their Subjects, 

It 1s a great heart griefe, that wee are conftrained to 
heareas well on the part of our Sovereigne,as to ſpeake 
our ſelves with more reſentment, that ſuch great Prin- 
ces ſhould not feare to blemiſh the luftre of their Ho- 
nour, by the reproch of a Benefit ſo ill imployed. Bur 
It would be more weaknefle,then diſcretion to conceal

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France now raigning, that inſteed of the Recogniſance 
of theſe good turns they have returned us injury , per- 
ſwading him, in conclufion to make his full Carrier up- 
on the Houſe of A»ſtria, to enjoy peace in his boſome, 
breaking it without the Kingdome of France, as tis ca- 
fily ſeen upon different occations : by Letters, Com- 
miſſions, Emiffarics aud Treaties for the Supportation 
of the Eſtates, and Subjeds of his Catholick Majeſty, 
attempting by Treaſon to bring in new Lawscontrary 
to the Treaty at Verviye, upon his moſt important 
Towns : theviolation of the Security of his Majeſties 
Curriers m their paflage betwixr the men of Warre in 
the Dutchy of Zuxenbarge, the Counties of Burgux- 
dy and Artox, all wnich proceedings are noforicuſly

But as vicecombating with vertue doth eaſily deſtroy 
it ſelfe, the defiance which is recognized betweenethe 
French and the Rebels for execution of their reciprocal 
promiſes in their late Treaty may be an example unto 
the whole World, not to aſſiſt them in their Deſignes, 
for they having divided the Provinces in the Kings 0- 


bedience, before they were poſſeſt of them, inthe end ' 


of the Treaty , did commit joyntly ſach Sacriledges, 
Impieties, Violencies and Cruelty (as Poſterity will 
hardly believe) in the Town of 7:/Hemont againſt God, 
his Sacraments, the Church, Religious Orders, Prieſts, 
old Women and Infants, The King of France, to eaſe 
the difficulty, which the Rebels had to come into open 


field, having coloured the entry, which his Army had 


made in the Country of Zaxenbaurg , tothe breachof 
theſe two Crowns,and thinking it hazardous,in regard 
of his own SubjeRs, to do it without hope of his evill 
defienes, concealed it, aſcribing the firſt exploiteat Or- 
chimont to the Armies of the Prince of Orange till thas 
ſeeing his own advantage , and boaſting of his former 
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progrefſe, hee took occaſion todemand the Archbiſhop 


of Tryers,a Prince and EleRour of the Empire. 
This condition might have tyed the King of France 
to have expected an anſwer untillthe returne of our 


Embaſſadours, whom we had ſentunto the Emperour 


and the Catholicke King, about what had lately paſſed 
at Tryers (which Anſwer although we had given ſum- 
$52" unto his Legier here) yet hee, contrary to the 
Law and courſe of Armes, willing under a vaine pre- 
text to denounce a warre, which he had earſt begun by 
ads of hoſtility; before the Anſwer came by a certaine 
perſon that came to Brxxels (as it was thought) in the 
qualitie ofan Herald ; neither being ſuch, nor carrying 
any cffentiall marks of ſacha man, nor behaving him- 
ſelfe as ſuch a one, without exhibition of any Commil- 
fion, or letters of credence,proclaimed it. 

Our intention was preſently to paſle by theſe de- 
faults, and to heare the party, and declare to the world 
our juſt proceedings : but conſidering of things by ex- 
amples paſt, wee thought it better to looſe the oppor- 


. tunity, then our owne Honour; and not to parlee with 


him, according to an example of a King of England, 
which dealt ſo with a baſe fellow , who was ſent unto 
him with the title & habitof a Herald, not being other- 
wiſe qualified, 

If France hold itfor a maxime, That the habit onely 
makes or proves an Herald , it ought not ſo to have a- 
buſed her ſelfe with looſing the credit of this buſineſſe: 
ſhe might have conſidered that wee neither by the oc- 


_ caſion, nor any inſtructions from our Anceſtors were 


fearfull of their Armes, but apprehending the effuſion 
of bloud, and many other miſchiefes, which warre 
might qx—eigh and France ought to'fcare from the 
head o Juſtice, and his Majeſties puiſlant Armies, yet 
that kingdome, not capable ef our advice,for what con- 
cernes the bulineſle at-77er, ſent the faid,perion (who

_ the reſt, the Czſarcatis might have gloried in the Epi-

Action. The day following, the foot alſo came up to the 
Horſe, and at evening ſome Companies of Dragoons, 
which had ſtayed behind the reſt fr pillage, were joy- 
ned to the Campe, maſtered the ſuburbs, - demoliſhed 
fome houſes neer the walls, and ſhot ſo fiercely againſt 
the Ramparts, that the next morning none of the inferi- 
or citizens durftappeare upon the walls,till ſome of the 
beſt ſort, had rowed to try all their forces, for defence 
of the city.

Companies of 
Horlſe,certaine foot, and many citizens which followed 
his example,ſallyed our into the ſaburbs,burned downe 
the houſes,and flew many of the enemies, retiring ſafe- 
ly to the ramparts which they had ſtronply barricadoed, 
or their pretervation.

Gafſon, a Colonell under De /a Foree, ſped better 
with his ſmall ſeleted band, againſt the like number 
of chofen Lorrainers neere Efpinal/, Two Companics 
of light horſe, belonging to the French Army , being 
ſent from the Campe, to provide forrage for the Ca- 
vallery, were diſcovered by the Lorraine Army which 
wasat Remiremont, & 300. choyſe men weredrawn 
out from the bedy of the Army,and ſent into a Wood 
fited betwixt the two Armies, there tolyc in ambuſh, 
for thele French forragers, end to ſurpriſe them (ud- 
denly ; But the pfojet was ſuſpected, if not deteed

The Lorrai- 
ers (eeing themſelves now diſcovered, and their de- 
figne.prevented,appearcd openly-to his view, -on the 
top of an hill : betwixt the 2 . Armies alſo,blew their 
Trumpets, and ſhewed ſo many bravadoes to the 
French Army, that they no longer able to endure ſuch 
affronts, Gaſſion whoſe ſplecns was moved,as well by

This was but the beginning of 

AMoncaurels yietorie, hitherto he had but ſaved his 

ſtake, and got nothing,but now ſeeing the courage of 

his men increaſed by this little fuccefle, and percei- 

ving that the greateſt part of the garriſon belonging 

to the fort of Andrnick, was fallyed out-to relieve 

their friends, he rc{olved to adventure upon the ta- 

king ofit.

pected from the neighbouring garriſons; to ſecure 
this place, he plantod an Ambuſh of certaine Mafqui- 
tiers, under the command of Lievetenant Renard, 
who did his part ſo well, that uneſpyed by the Spary- 
ards helet them come on till within Muſquert ſhor, 
and then diddiſcharge upon them ſo effeually, thar 
_ heflew 10,0r 12. with the firſt Volley; wounded as 
© many, and fo ſuddenly, that they amazed at this un- 
expeftederacke of thunder, betooke them to their 
heeles, the.

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ſmall Armie of light horſe, with 200. Foote, and as 
many Peaſants, had ſo farre prevayled againſt the be- 
fieged { already diſcouraged by the defeat of their 
friends, whom they ſaw beaten before their eyes from 
the top of the Caſtle) that they demanded Compoſi. 
tion, onely with ſaving their lives and relirquiſhing 
their baggage, departed thence with their Governor 
a Captaineof Gravelrne, leaving the Fort, their Ocd- 
nance, and baggage tothe French Marquis, who plan- 
teda garriſon of 1 00. Men in it, under Braſſerte their 
Commander. | 

- TheDake of Rohar, after his late viory, formerly 
mentioned, and the retreat of the Count of Cerbellone, 
advanced with his Infanterie,and fonre Companies of

plundered and well nigh deſtroyed this goodly Coun- 
try-of Germany. 

And yet, becauſe though every man in generall 
ſhould weigh with himfelfe the deplorable condition 
of warres and conſider, what prickes and ſcruples of 
conſcience, Religion engraffed in man from the be- 

inning , or the opinion of: Roligion-is able to pro. 
Ee »- or what an hedge-podge of holy and unholy 
things, muſt needs follow out of theſe premiſles (the 
one part concluding that for Orthodoxe,which the 0-

Chat-in. matters of Religion, we have now a plenarie 
power, and juri(dition, thatall matters on both fides 
which e&yther now are, -or hereafter ſhall be contro- 
verted, {hall be ordered by us; that the old plea a- 
gainſt the Nog- Catholike Princes, for their liberty in 
planting of Religion in_ their Countrics, is taken a- 
way, that for the taking-away of Catholiques goods, 
our power {fo long curtalcd ) is againe tully in our 
hands, (for it remaineth to usabſolutely,and without 
diſpute, for the ſpace and tearme of 40 yeares, as ap- 
peareth, :by the Articles already in print, and after- 
: wards, in the power of our Counſcll, which hath the 
ſame Authority ) as will be manifeſted by the condi- 
tions, already ſub bed by the Deputies, though not 
yet publithed ; ;that all the babling Calvini/ts, which 
g0ecby the name of Proteſtants, and thoſe which tfol- 
low the confeſſion of Ansbarge, are excluded out of 
this Treaty, werehleoiag.al che earneſt inſtances 
wherewith they have preſſed rhe D. of Sax9y to the 
contrary; the City of A#5b»7ge itſelfe being fo refor- 
med; thatall the Churches arc reſtored to the Catho- 
like Biſhops, and the Lutherans are confined ,* that 
they haysbut one place of preaching, and are limited 
two Preachers at the urmoſt. That L1r47% aNoblePro- 
Vince,yernevyertainred,or blemiſhed withany of thoſe ' 
Foolerics, is not only freed from rh: d:nger of enter- 


tainipe theſe idle ScRarics, but reſcuedallo ont of the 
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Cathedrals, and others, C = Non-Catholiles being 
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talons of that Hawke which would have devoured it, 
all this is for the advancement of Religion in our Em. 
ire. 
Bnt for the Kingdome of Bohem#a, and other Coun- 
tries belonging to our houſe, we have gotten a double 
advantage,namely that there our Catholike Religion, 
which by us was long ſince planted, 18 now by this 
peace (o ſurely ſetled, for ever ; in deſpight of many 
Proteftanrs andthe King of Fraxce himſelfe,who have 
dane their utmoſt to withſtand it, We will nor ſpeake 
of thoſe Emoluments which hereby accrew, not to 
Germany only and the Countries about it,by Reforma» 
tion of manners, reſtoring of politicall Diſcipline, and 
free trade, wherein it is not to be fergotten, how not 
only our ſelves aredelivered from the outrages of the 
Non- Catholikes, bat. the ſtate of oar Neighbouring 
Kingdomes and Countryes,yee of /ray it ſelfe,and the 
holy chayre of Rome,{(which they of late yeares have 
often-attemptedto oyerthrow)'is corifirmed ; by this 
concluſion, it will eafily beeffeRted, that the moſt high 
and mighty Prince, our Cozen the Catholike K. ſhall 
more cafily conquer the Heretiques of the ether /anas, 
&laftly,(we® was worthy to have bin firſt ſet downe) 
by this peace, the late diſtrated pawer of Germany, 
| being reunited, wemay with more Convenience aſſiſt 
the Pole and Hungarian,if at any time their terricorics 
tall happentsbe invaded by the T»rke;rhe Common, 
andcruell Enemy of our Chriſtian Religion. So now 
alſo, they whichcan judge what opportunity the S4- 
races had,to bring both us,and all Zxrope into his ſub- 
jection, if he(after his old cuſtome) hadattempted it, 
whe our power was thus weakned,can jade alſo how 
highly this peace is to be'eſteemed;rhe fruits whercof 
are communicated to all- Chriſtendome,, and that ſo 
much the more abundantly, becauſe we hope, ir will 
_ *bean entrance,or open doore,to let in a generall peace 
* amongſt all Kings and Princes (the Catholikes ef peci- 
| ally 
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ally )totheir perperuall benefit, not onely,in reſþe& of 
quiet, but al{oot Religion, whereuato we ſhall bend 
Our endeavours. 

_ Theſe are our advantages for propagation of Reli-

ced,and improved; and yet ifany man,be grieved that 
wee Can grace our religion no more, wee ſhall not 
thinke him worthy of Puniſhment, but rather as wee 
deſerye his goed, wee would wiſh him to be grieved,

KntOus in this negation. Wee know well, that-the

was a Colonell of note, an-eſpeciall commander under

-alſo,and-in danger of being ſurpriſed: for his own horſe 
was killed under him, if ewne of his ſervants, prefer- 
ring his Lords -life or _libertie before his ewne, had 
not diſpoſeſt- himſelfe; of an borſe , te pleaſure his

Gallasſceing his ho 
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the ation, and their oponents being ſo fey as might be 


compriſed in the fagge endof an hoſte) and might haye 
been finally proofe-able , had not been the moderation 
and wildomeof our fortunate and valiant countrieman 
Sir fohx Hebrogx. | 
The truth of the ſtorie is thus. Theſe Imperiall 
horſemen being diſcovered to march loftly after the 
Rier-guard, 'where Hebrone had the chicfe command, 
certaine French gallants (whoſe names are worthie of 
memory, deſirous to fhew their zcale to the kings ſer- 
vice, though with difparitie of number, embracing 
each other, and ſaying, that now was the time to ſhew 
their affection to his Majeftie (by name the Marquefle 
of Mojy Lieutenant to the company of men at armes 
of the Cardinall Dake, and the Lord Cahenzak Licu- 
renant of his light horſe) reſolved to encounter them, 
though Hebron gravely difſwaded them from ſuch a 
raſh attempt, till he had ſet the maine battalia in or- 
der; and prepared all things needfull for ſuch an un- 
dertaking. Timefſerved not for this old Commander 
to ſetforth his reaſons, and if he had thatleiſure, per- 
adventure it had beene frivoleus : for they had conclu- 
ded, and went on, Afozy firſt, with his piſtol] , dif 
charging upon one of the prime Cztarian commanders, 
and ſlaying him , afterwards thruſting hirmſelfe into 
the middle of their troops ,and doing as mach as lay in 
man, till with as many wounds as he had enemies , he 
was forced to pay the debt of nature: and Cahenzak 
following him, fell upon a Cornet . whom he ſtab- 
bed inthe throat, being no where elſe difarmed, and 


fell together with him, being ſhot in nine ſenerall pla- ' 


ces in the body,and glorying in his death as attended 
with victory, All this was but the beginning of the 
confli& : the French enraged to lee their chicttaines 
thus loſt, prefſed deſperately after them. Zondigns 
Cornet to Cahenxok broke _ the Czfarian| m— 
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| and having with his hand flaine eight of his enemies, 


in the end receiveda mortall wound , whereof he di- 
ed three houres after the battell: Hebros in this heat 
of fight, reſolved te ſecone them , but to. eff-& it more 
ſecurely , ſent firſt to the French and Germane Gene- 
ralls to acquaint them with the particulars of the occa- 
fion, and todfire their aſſiſtance. The meſſenger dil- 

tched, himſelfe tayed not for anſwere, but threw 

imſelfe into the midſt of the Imperall army intending 
toreſcue his friends, which had gone on more valiant- 
ly then adviſedly. The combate was then renewed, 
and though'fixe hundred of the Czfarians were {laine 
upon the place, andthe eſt ſcattered by the proweſle 
of this Colonell, yet himſelfe was taken priſoner, and 
in the end , reſcued: againe by his language , not his 
armes, profefling himielte with all confidenceto be an 
Imperialiſ, and ſodeluding his feoliſh guard , which 
gavecredirt to his words , and had not ſeene his ation. 
By this time Duke Bernhard came in, and flipping no 
opportunitie, purſued the alre:dy diſcomfited enemy all 
that day witha great ſlaughter of thoſe fugitives, which 
haſted from-theexecution. 

- Thus farre we havefollowed the hiſtoric of Ger- 
waxie, in this diſcoverie. Now I find not muchaRi- 
on there, for the Lantgrave is rather imployed in de- 
fending his owne territories then offending the Empc- 
rour. The Imperiall armie under Ga//as, 1s gone from 
the Rhine alſo, for want of vituals ; the Swedes are

"Without the common quiet of the Empire, which is

which by warre hath been thus deſtroyed. 
- In Zorraize , things went not 1o happilie with 

' the French in this moneth of Auguſt as formerly , 
the opinion ' of the Dukes weakeneſle and diſloy- 
altie., made many of his Majeſties Commanders 
leavo their companies, and expoſed his affaires to open 
hazard: to prevent which inconvenience , the French 
=_y firſt by ſeverall edicts deprived them which by 
bi n were gentlemen, from all titles of Nobleneſle, 
which had thus abuſed theirgraſt , condemned them 
to the galleyes, which could not prove: their diſcent 
from a noble familie, and laſtly went himſelfe in per- 
ſon with his arriere-ban of the Gentry, but with what 
Hue we muſt referre to anew diſcoverys

| then they had been formerly : their trade at Sea was 

' Not ſo happy asit had been before, and the irruption 
which was made by them into the Catholike Kings 
Dominions, was not onely ſtopped , but the warre a- 
verted into the States provinces, by the taking in of the 
Fort made by Aſartin Skewke in the yeare one thouſand 
five hundred eightie foure , to ſervefor a bulwarke to 
thoſe territories ; and to fillup the number of their ca- 
lamities, the {>abars thoſe incendiaries of the Impe- 
riall armie, made onely for ſpoile and pillage , omitted 
no time for doing of outrage, both in the Lords the 
States dominions , and the French frontiers towards 
Picardy, 

The. Ho/laxders (as induftrious in their bodily la- 
bour , as ſabrile in their projets) knowing that the 
Herring-fiſhing at that ſeaſon of the yeare, would ſup» 


plie them borh with meate and money, bad fent forth

onehundred andthirtie faile of Buſes , for that pur. 
poſe,” furniſhed with men, nets, falt, and other ne- 
_ Ceflaries, under the {ole guard of one man of warre, 
commanded by Captaine /ohn Halsfron of Amſterdam, 
The Dankerkers were not ignorant of this deſigne, it 
being-rhe States annuall.cuſtome ; at ſuch time as they 
_ imagined the voyage even made , diſpatched and tent 
after themſixeteene men of warreto ſarpriſe the boats, 
fiſhermen and Herrings , and to bring them into 
D wnkerk, the Buſſes were then happily divided when 
this Fleet cameupontheny, the one halfe refiding upon 
the coaſt of Scotland; andthe other towards Norway: 
had they been-conjJoyned, they» had all been madea 
prize to their enemie, That which the D#»kerkers fell 
upon , was upon:the coaſt of Srerland, which though 
it was manfully defended for: a time (the Dutch men 
ſay five houres) by the captaine. of: Amferdam, in the 
end became a ſpoile to- the. victorious Flemming, 
and the fiſhermen $ hundred mm number., were. carried 
. priſoners to” Dankerk. It was a great lofle to: the 
States, and they were notunſenfible of it, for the Cap- 
taine Yander eApt, who had order-from, the Z«rgo- 
maſters of Amfterdam to have an eye upon the Dnn- 
kerkers, leſt they ſhould-attempt any thing againlt the 
fiſhermen , was impriſoned afterwards for bis negleR, 
and the common fort of people in Enky/en beganne nor 
to murmure, but- mutinie againſt the Sea Captaines, 
fer the lofle of the fiſhermen, andcould not be appea- 
ſed, till the magiſtrates had promiſed them faithfully 
to'examine the matter ſtrictly, and to-proceed with all 
ſcyeritie againſt ſuch as ſhould bee found culpable. 

Bur they received ſoone after ſome comfort for their 
oriefe in thar lofle, by the arrivall of two ſhips in Zea- 
land, and foure others at Texelltrom Farnambuck 1n 
Braxill, loaden- with a rich Gargaſon,two thouland (e-

ven handred cheſts of Sugar, and other commodities 


of great valew, and yet with newes better then the 


merchandize, 0 wit, that their forces under the pay 
of the eff 7»dia Companie, had gained from the 
Spautard the Fort of Nazaret ; at the Cape Saint eAu- 
guſtine, and the royall fort within the cer7a firma of the 
country , with all thelefler fortreſſes which were late 
in the Spani/s power, and having tranſmicted the Por- 
tugalls (which traded thereabouts) into Nova Hiſþd- 
14a , had reduced the whole principalitie of Farnam- 
buck to their obedience, It did not a little rejoyce the 
hearts of the people to heare, that their dominions 
were enlarged abroad, though their eyes ſaw them 
ſtraunedat home, yettheir ſpirts were as much con- 
trated- with the care of preſervation what they. had 
gotten there (ſuch is the condition of earthly things) 
as they were dilated with the newes of the purchale, 
they-quickly were informed chat the Catholike King, 
who willingly would admit of no coe-partner in 4- 
28erica, had prepared a puiffant Fleet, for the recove- 
.rie of what he had thus loſt, and therefore the ef 
India adventurers put themſelves to afreſh charge , for 
the rigging up of another ; which might encounter 
him at ſea , and prevent the landing of his ſouldiers up- 
on the new gotten ground. 

W oefall experience had taught them this ſummer, 
how expert landmen-the Spaniards were, they faw

have uſed all the ftrength of their bedyes and brataes 
by inventing of new kind of Granadoes, ftrange firc-

' The loffe of this Fort did not onely open the way 
for the Cardinall I»faxz his farther proceeding vicori- 
ouſly : for in this moneth, he forced the garriſon of 
Strales to ſarrender the place to him, and tooke the 
forts of Aertſen and Erketens , woo of good conſe- 
quence , without much ditficultie, but put the Seca 
townes of Zealand and Hollandinto feare, the Cardi-
